The Swedes having, after this, broke out and routed 
the Danes, What follows we know: Now the Cyar’s 
Army lies in the Dutchies of Holffeinx-Gottorp and 
Slefwic, belonging to the King of Sweden's Sifters Son, 
an Infant ; Toaingen an Impregnable Fortification, is 
jut in-Count Steinboch’s Rear, and willingly would 
receive him ; but if it does, the Czar, fays’ one of our 
Papers, tells them, That he will not leave in thofe to 
Dutchies, fo much as any Sign or Remembrance where 
the Towns have ffood.
